B u t th is is th e firs t elective of­ 
fice Mr. H oover h a s ever held — 
th e firs t tim e In hia c a re e n Ut a t 
h e fin d s h im self beholden to a n 
o rg an izatio n o f p o litical 
m a n a­ 
g ers.

Rome, Nov. IO —(A*)— Sw eeping 
relentlessly down toward the sea, 
a m olten current of lava tonight 
was still pouring down the eastern 
slope of Mt. E tna spreading devas­ 
tation everyw here that it touched 
and cutting direct com m unications 
by rail betw een Catania and M es­ 
sina. 
The 
fiery 
onsweep,

points moving 
in a solid m ass 
more th an thirty feet high a t its 
crest, has sw ept over the railw ay 
bridge a t Masculi aud is beginning 
its work of 
destruction 
in 
the 
neighboring village of N unziata. 
W ith C atania cut off from Mes­ 
sina, steam ship 
service 
betw een 
the two places was inaugurated, 
four ships make four trips dally. 
A new boiling over last night 
gave fresh im petus to a branch of 
the lava flowing north of the cen­ 
tral stream which has been m ak­ 
ing its way toward the first ra il­ 
way post north of the village of 
M ascali itself completely ruined.

to the relief of the half a million 
people left destitute by the hurri­ 
cane which swept

parts of Florida. It will be en­ 
gaged for many weeks to come in 
the task of restoring the stricken 
people in those disaster areas to 
a normal basis of living. 
“ With equal promptness 
and 
efficiency the same 
organization 
has been answering the call for 
disaster relief from other 
sec­ 
tions of our country. 
“ Relief for suffering humanity 
in the wake of disaster 
is 
but 
one part of the work to which the 
American Red Cross is dedicated.

tenth anniversary of

Coleman. negro, to kill Mr. and 
Mrs. Mallette, three of their chil 
dren-and injure the two other chil 
dren in the family this afternoon 
This was the version of the trag 
edy given by officers tonight after 
an investigation. 
After shooting the Mallettes to 
(bath with a pistol. Coleman lost 
his own life when he fell beneath 
the wheels of a train he sought 
to board at Jennings, La., in an 
effort to escape vengeance. 
Details of the carnage at the 
poor rice grower’s borne were told 
incoherently to Sheriff Isaac Fon­ 
tenot, Jefferson Davis parish, by 
a lg-year-old daughter of the Mal- 
lettes who escaped 
during

shooting and hid In a haystack 
until it was over. 
The girl who fled from the house, 
dazed and hysterical, was unable 
to glvp a connected account of the 
killings. 
As far aa could be learn 
* d she did not tell police what 
member of the family was attack­ 
ed. 


Forth Worth, Texas. Nov. IO— 
tZP)—Identified as the man who 
bound two clerks and held up a 
mail car on a Texas & Pacific pas­ 
senger train, 
between 
Benbrook 
and Fort Worth last night, T. H. 
Blackie’* Wilson and two women 
suspected of 
being accomplices, 
were held here tonight by police, 
grho had recovered all but $2,970 
of the $53,000 loot. 
The apprehension of Wilson fol­ 
lowed the arrest of a woman who 
appeared at the Summit street via­ 
duct here, where the bandit swung 
off the train, and where a satchel 
containing the money was found. 
In the woman's 
home 
police 
found Wilson. 
He was identified 
as the robber by M. E. Pruett, one 
of the mail clerks.

Rothstein, slain gambler chief of 
Broadway, 
was as 
secretive in 
death as in life. 
His will was 
filed today, as police still pushed 
their search for his slayer, and it 
failed to show any of the things 
it had been expected to reveal. 
It was signed on the gambler’s 
death bed, when he was able only 
to make a cross in place of signa­ 
ture. 
It didn’t tell the size of his i 
estate, whether it was $10,000,000 
as rumored in some bright light 
quarters, or shrunk by a run of 
bad luck to less than $1,000,000 as 
rumored in other underworld hang­ 
outs. 
It didn’t tell anything at all ex­ 
cept that his widow was to have a 
life interest in one-third of his 
estate, that a woman friend was to 
have the temporary income from 
oneeixth, and that his three clos­ 
est men friends were to divide 
among them all but the widow’s 
third after a few specific bequests 
and after other people had had the 
use of part of it for ten years. 
Brothers Get $60,000. 
The woman friend to whom the 
income of one-third the residuary 
estate was given for ten years was 
Miss Inez Norton, a former show 
girl who lives in Rothstein’s Hotel 
Fairfield and who 
was 
divorced 
last summer. 
The three men named as execu­ 
tors and to whom the bulk of the 
estate goes outright after ten years 
are Assemblyman Maurice Cantor, 
who was Rothstein’s attorney; Wil­ 
liam Wellman and Samuel Brown. 
Brown and Wellman in the mean­ 
time are to have the income of 
five per cent of the estate each. 
Rothstein left his brothers, Ed­ 
gar and Jack, $50,000 each and 
the income for ten years of 20 per 
cent of the state. 
The gambler’s 
parents were not mentioned in the 
will hut associates said he had 
provided for them before death. A 
negro servant he used as confiden­ 
tial agent, was given $15,000. 
McManus Is Sought. 
Police say they know the names 
of the four men who were in the 
hotel room when Rothstein was 
shot last 'Sunday, and they know 
which one of those four fired the 
fatal shot. 
But they acknowledge 
they do not know where any of the 
four are. 
They have questioned 
Cantor and Jimmy Meehan, host 
at a recent card party at which 
Rothstein was the heavy loser, in 
I. O. U.’s, and “Titanic Tommy’’ 
Thompson, a participant in that 
game, but these men all professed 
untire ignorance of the shooting. 
George McManus, a 
Broadway 
gambler who summoned Rothstein 
to the room where he was killed, 
is one of the four sought. 
Today, 
his brother. Police Lieut. Stephen 
McManus, was called to headquar­ 
ters and he made a signed state­ 
ment. but what he said remained 
as deep a mystery as the rest of 
the case. 


French Cabinet

said, as the man who called 
at 
the Lantz home while

working there Thursday. Murphy 
said Blair 
had 
been 
employed 
here as a plumber. 'His story was 
that Blair called at the 
home 
while he was in the basement and 
asked Mrs. Lantz if his former 
employer was there. He then left. 
Police said Blair

returned later and robbed

killed the widow. 
The keeper of

where the earrings were located, 
identified Blair’s picture as that 
of the man who pawned the jew­ 
els at his shop, police said.

twice in a evening. 


There is also some laws which 
might 
well 
be 
changefully 
amended. 
Maybe at 
the 
time 
they was passed they filled the 
requirant needs, but in these ad­ 
vanced times, the needs has also 
alterationed. 
I will viz a of my 
ideas along this line: 


LAWS WHICH THEY SHOULD 
OUGHT TO OF BEEN 
AMENDED 
1— The law which makes it il­ 
legally unlawful for a girl to 
powder her nose no less than 
four times an hour should be 
changed to let her conscience 
and her mirror be her guide.

Abra­ 
ham Lincoln. 
5— I w ant a law 
that 
compels 
cigarette smokers at all times 
to carry their own matches, 
especially football refereeing 
cigarette smokers. 
6— I would like 
to see 
a law 
passed requlreing at lease 75 
per cent of th® people to tend 
to their own business at lease 


40 percent of the time. 
-I would like to see a commis­ 
sion appointed to investigate 
what can be done about saxo­ 
phones, paper napkins, uku­ 
leles, safety matches, carrots, 
radio announcers th at think 
they are funny 
and 
female 
stockings that need 
pulling 
up too frequently often. 
8— I proposinate a law making 
it a penalty of six months in 
the hoosgow for anybody to 
use the words, "Say, Listen!” 
in a argument. 


W ith these few 
fragm entary 
estranged thoughts, I bring this 
message to a

A child with a severe cold or 
with symptoms of influenza

companied by fever should 
be 
kept In bed and should remain in 
bed with good medical attention 
for several days after the temper­ 
ature has returned to normal.

Mate la Sought for 
Old Franklin Tree 


New York (SP)— Botany is seek­ 
ing the means to perpetuate one 
of the most exquisite mementoes 
of Benjamin Franklin, which is 
an 
almost 
extinct 
blossoming 
tree named for him by a friend. 
This Franklin tree is an Ameri­ 
can product. It was discovered in 
1765 in Georgia, in the Altamaha 
river valley, by John Bartram, of 
Philadelphia, who named it the 
Franklin tree and took it to Phil­ 
adelphia. Again in 1790 Moses 
Marshall found this tree in the 
same valley in Georgia, but since 
then it has not 
been identified 
anywhere. 
Dr. Edgar T. Wherry, 
of the IT. S. Bureau of Chemistry 
at Washington recently has 
di­ 
rected a search of the Altamaha 
valley for the tree. 
Another tree of the same spe­ 
cies is 
desirable, 
because 
the 
Franklin tree seedlings are ster­ 
ile. The tree has been propagated 
only by cuttings, 
the 
first 
of 
which came from 
the 
original 
tree. 
It is possible that it anoth­ 
er Franklin tree is found, the 
blossoms cab be fertilized. 
In Fairmont 
Park, 
Philadel­ 
phia, the tree is under 
cultiva­ 
tion. 
It has been cultivated suc­ 
cessfully also at 
Whitesbog, 
N. 
J., where Dr. 
Fred 
E. 
Coville 
planted cuttings successfully 
in 
1911 and brought trees to blos­ 
soming in 1913.
